“snap” carrying with it the previl- 
ege of drawing salary without doing 
much, if any work. As Mr. Root’s 
reputation in this regard has travel- 
ed before him there is some conster- 
nation among the barnacless of the 
Department of State.

WAGON FACTORY 



At Owensboro Destroyed by Fire 
Last Sunday 
Morning 



Fire broke out in the main build- 
ing of the Owensboro Wagon com- 
pany's plantSunday morning and the 
building was practically destroyed, 
says the Owensboro Messenger. Had 
it not been for the very efficient work 
of the fire department, all of the 
buildings belonging to the company 
would have been burned to the 
ground. 

The loss to the buildings and ma- 
chinery will amount, according to the 
estimate of W. A. Steele, genera! 
manager, to about $150,0011, a large 
part of which was machinery. Had 
the fire spread to the other buildings 
of the factory, the loss would have 
been immense. The loss is fully cov- 
ered by insurance. Over $130,000 
was carried on the property. 

The alarm was turned in at 5:25 
o'clock and in four minutes the en- 
gines from both houses were on the 
scene. The water pressure was 
quite strong three lines of hose burst- 
ing before the fire was extinguished 
and by heroic fighting the fire was 
kept.from spreading. 

The origin of the fire is unknown. 
It evidently started in the blacksmith 
shop where there seems to have been 
the least likelihood of fire. Thefnight 
watchman had been in that part of 
the building according to his state- 
ment, just twelve minutes before 
he discovered the fire, and saw no 
at that time of the fire.

The ceremony <>f delivering the 
body of Admiral Paul Jones to the 
representative of the United States 
was held at last Thursday after- 
noon in the American church at 
Paris France in the presence 
of a distinguished gathering of 
the highest official military and 
naval dignitaries of Francis, the di- 
plomatic representives of many 
countries and special ambassadors 
and naval authorities sent from the 
United States to receive the body. 

The formal ceremony consisted of 
the delivering of the body by (Jen. 
Porter as the finder and custodian to 
Mr. Loomis, representing the United 
States appointed to receive it, and 
Mr. Iioomis commissioning Admiral 
Sigshee to transport it to America. 
General Porter said in part: 

"It is a matter of extreme grati- 
fication to feel that the body of this 
intrepid commander is to be convey- 
ed across the sea by war vessels 
of the navy of which he was the 
honored founder and to whose sail- 
ors his name is still an inspiration; 
and that this high mission is confided 
to so gallent an officer of the same 
noble profession as the distinguished 
Admiral commanding the escorting 
squadron. Ail that is mortal of 
this illustrious organizer of forces 
on the sea lies in yonder eoffin be- 
neath the folders of our national 
standard. 

"When congress adopted the pres- 
ent form for the American (lag it 
embodied in the same resolution the 
uppointment of (apt. Jones to com- < 
mand the. ship Ranger. When he, 
received the news, history attributes 
to him the following remark: Bom 

the same hour from the same womb 
of destiny, we cannot be parted in 
life or death.” 

"Alas they were parted during 1 Id ( 
years but happily they are now re- 
united." 

The usual spectacle of a detach- 
ment of United States soldiers and 
marines swinging through the 
central throughfares of Paris to-day 
aroused great interest and brought 
out an enthusiastic ovation from 
crowds along the line of march. 

The American naval contingent, 
numbering five hundred men with 
twenty-five officers left Cherbourg 



Telegrams and telephone messages 
in answer to his advertisement to 
sell his body and two hearts after 
death have kept A. Durr, of New 
Rochelle, N. Y., busy of late. Al- 
though it is known that Durr has 
been offered large sums of money 
for his body, he refuses to state the 
amounts. He is keeping these a se- 
cret in hopes that a larger sum may 
be tendered. None of the offers so 
far received has been accepted, nor 
is it likely that a choice will he made 
for some time, in order to give the 
entire medical profession of the 
country a chance to entertain the 
proposition. 

Durr's advertisement, which was 
printed recently in a New York pa- 
per, read as follows: 

"I agree to sell my two hearts, 
the buyer being entitled to same af- 
ter my death. Signed. A. Durr. care 
of the Central Hotel, New Rochelle, 
N. Y.” 

Durr is a carpenter. He is thirty- 
five years old. single and the picture 
of health. He works every day and 
leads a regular life. Up to a few 
years ago Durr did not know that 
he possessed two hearts. This was 
discovered when he called a physi- 
cian to treat him for a slight attack 
of sickness. Since then he has sub- 
mitted to examination by many of 
the most celebrated specialists in the 
country. 

Recently a prominent specialist 
offered Durr $10,(HK) if he would al- 
low him to perform an operation 
and remove one of the hearts. This 
the carpenter declined to do, as he 
feared he might die and no* be able 
to enjoy the money. If Durr suc- 
ceeds in getting his price for his 
body the money will have to be paid 
over immediately and he will give 
the purchaser a deed good after 
death. 

It is said that Durr expects to re- 
ceive several thousand dollars from 
some medical college for his hearts, 
as his case will he of great value to 
medical science. 

To Rid Hogs of Lice. 

How to rid hogs of lice was thor- 
oughly discussed at the recent meet- 
ing of the Oliiy Swine Breeders’ in- 
stitute. Crude or coal oil mixed 1 
with linseed or lard oil was recom- 
mended. Frequently the lice are 
very abundant inside the ears. To 
apply the louse killer to the inside of 
the ear use a paint brush. The best 
remedy in cold weather for lice is 
gasoline. It kills instantly and rap- 
idly cvajio rates.

Older hogs are not so easily driven 
into the dipping tank, especially if 
i they had a previous dipping.

Maysville, Ky., July 7. Caleb 
Rowers is to be tried in the United 
States Circuit Court of the eastern 
district of Kentucky at London for 
complicity in the murder of William 
(ioehel at Frankfort.

under the Fourteenth Amendment 
to the Constitution of the United 
-Stales by the Scott county Circuit 
Court . and cannot enforce his rights 
thereto in the Court of Appeals be- 
cause of Section 2X1 >f the Criminal 
Code as construetl by that court. 

That section provides in effect 
that, no matter what the officers of 
the trial court may do toget togeth- 
er a jury to suit them, the accused 
shall not take exceptions to such I 
acts. or. in other words, the trial 1 
kludge may totally disregard the oh 
lections of the prisoner to having a 
jury parked "n him. and the Court 
of Appeals cannot reverse a judg- 
ment of conviction so obtained. 

Aa soon as the court had entered 
the order holding that he hud juris- 
diction of the case on removal. he or- 
dered the Clerk to issue a writ of 
ha liens corpus cum causa directing j 
the Jailer of Scott county to deliver 
Powers to Capt. Steve Sharpe, the 
United States Marshal for the east- 
ern district and the Marshal to re- 
move Powers to the Campbell coun- 
ty jail at Newport where all Federal 
prisoners for the Eastern district of 
Kentucky are confined. 

Capt. Sharpe will go to George- 
town Saturday to execute the order 
of court and take possession of the 
prisoner. 

The Commwealth prayed an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court of the 
\ United States, and counsel stated 
that they would ask that court, when 
it meets in October, to advance the 
ease so as to get an early decision. 

In the meantime the trial of Pow- 
ers, which was to commence at 
. Georgetown next Monday, will not 
he held and he will remain in the 
custody of the United States Court 
until the Supreme Court acts, when, 
if Judge Cochran is sustained, he 
I will he put on trial in the United 
States Court at London. 

Judge Cochran's opinion, which 
covers forty-three pages of closely 
written typewriting, is pronounced 
^Aiy attorneys, who heard it deliver- 
ed, the most exhaustive and well 
sustained opinion ever delivered in 
any of the courts of this section, and 
the opinion is freely expressed that 
the Supreme Court will sustain hint. 

On, being informed of Judge Coch- 
ran’s decision Mr. Powers said:

al Court for trial expresses my feel- 
ings but tamely. For nearly five 
and a half years I have lain behind 
prison bars waiting for reason to re- 
sume its sway and justice to return 
to its moorings.

1 love my State, 
v All 1 seek of it is a fair and impar- 
tial trial. This should not be de- 
nied me, but on the contrary every 
Kentuckian who loves the good name 
of his State should demand that

much for me. I am innocent of the 
charge against me and such atrial 
means my liberation.

Anything that makes life in the 
country more attractive, and so ar- 
rests to a degree the concentration 
of population in the cities, is worth 
paying out money for, and hence out- 
law-makers are looking forward 
with no great apprehension to the 
sixty millions of dollars a year charge 
which the rural free delivery seems 
destined to entail. The most mark- 
ed effect of this development upon 
the Senators and Representatives of 
States having large cities will be to 
stiffen their backs in insisting that a 
reasonable division of postal reven- 
ues shall go for improvements in the 
urban mail service, such as pneu- 
matic tubes, other facilities for 
quickening the mail service of the 
congested centers. 

The postal establishment sees 
some enormous contracts; a single 
building in New York City contains 
o,200 persons during the working 
days, and they are nearly all letter 
writers. Their average use of the 
postal service probably equals that 
of 52.000 persons in the rural dis- 
tricts. It is necessary to make thir- 
ty-three collections a day in some of 
the New York buildings to get the 
accummujating mail out "f the 
way. 

The other side of the story is the 
rural region where an inspector, de- 
sirous of establishing a rural route, : 
has to exert himself to the utmost to 
count in lmi families which could be 
served in a ride of twenty-four 
miles. The original idea was to re- 
quire that amount of support, but 
there are hundreds of routes in oper- 
ation to-day for the accommodation ■ 
of a much smaller number of house- 
holders, and in making rural deliv-j 
ery universal, within the limits of 
practicability, which is now the aim ' 
of Congress and the Department, it 
will he necessary to include a great 
many routes of considerably less 
than 1 <h» families. The argument 
that rural delivery would "pay" has 
been abandoned, if indeed it can be 
said ever to have been held by in- 
telligent persons. It effects an oc- 
casional economy, in cutting off a 
star route or a fourth-class post of- 
fice, but that is a trilling fraction of its 
< ost. Rural free delivery is a luxury. I 
but one which the country is per-J 
fectly willing to pay for. 

The theory that it is profitable! 
by stimulating business is hardly 
tenable, since the business itself 
dues not pay. The great increase 1 
occasioned by the rural free deliv- 
ery service comes in the circulation) 
of newspapers and other second- 
class matter. This the government 
■di'ries at an obvious los.-. as a sub- 
sidy to the cause of public ediiea-' 
lion, and so a large business in this, 
line, while it may be welcomed asj 
doing more for this same public ed- 
ucation, does not indicate an in- ! 
crease of protit. However, these 
are considerations over which the 
American people care hut little; they 
like tin efficient postal establish- 
ment, and the next aim should he to 
do for the inhabitants of the Ameri- 
can city as much in proportion to 
the postal service as is now being 
done fm the i»eople of the country. 
The transfer of mail across our 
cities, by comparison with that other 
countries are doing, is lamentably 
slow. Tli is should he quickened. 
Rural congressmen, when they get 
their universal free delivery, should 
be willing to turn about and let the ! 
cities have something in the way of I 
quick mail communication.

Other things being equal, the lar- 
ger the fish, the faster it swims 
| just as the huge steamboat is able 
to travel at a speed much greater 
than the little harbor tug. l T r- 
i doubtedly the energy employed by a 
fish of great size, such as a thirty 
foot shark, when traveling at its 
best gait, is something tremendous. 
An ordinary tug, whieh represents 
a maximum of energy in a minimum 
of bulk, utilizes about 200 horse 
power. Of course, it is only a guess 
hut it would not seem to be over the 
mark to 500 horse power when it 
propels its huge bulk through the 
water at a rate of :I0 miles an hour. 
A whale which is a mammal, and 
not a li.-h might be compared to a 
freight train if the shark is a cannon 
ball express, but it can beat the fast- 
est “ocean greyhound" in a speed 
: contest. 

If there is a fish that can travel 
J faster than a shark it must be the 
taepon, which can probably "hit her 
up" to the tune of HO miles an hour 
if pressed for time, Generally 
speaking it may be said that finny 
creatures which live near the sur- 
face of the sea are swift swimmers 
as compared with those that dwell 
in the depths. Thus the cod. which 
is a deep water species, is sluggish 
and would stand no show at all in a 
race with the mackerel or herring. 
These latter which are distinctly 
pelagic, depend for their living upon 
their activity in pursuing agile prey, 
and they must be quick in their ' 
movements in order t<> escape their i 
own enemies. 

If the mackerel was big as a' 
good sized shark it would probably 
be the speed champion .f the ocean. 
No fish is better shaped f>r rapid 
going. Some years ago a yacht 
builder in New York constructed 
a sloop with a hull patterned exactly 
after the under body of a Spanish 
mackerel. She was called the Un- 
dine, and if tradition does not lie, J 
she never was beaten. Like the fish 
after which she was modeled she 
had her greater breadth of beam for- 
ward of amidships a decidedly novel i 
idea in boat buildingg. One may j 
say. indeed, that all modern water 
craft are more or less fishlike in their J 
make up yet, on the whole, it is sur- 
prising that marine architects have 
not striven more earnestly than they 
have done to obtain hints from Na- 
ture's own illustrations of apuatic 
speed-making principles.
